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35. The nucleic acid molecule as claimed in Claim 33, 
wherein the nucleotide sequence coding for the recombinase 
encodes CRE protein. 

36. The nucleic acid molecule as claimed in any one of 
Claims 33, 34, or 35, wherein the recognition sequence comprises 
a LoxP recognition site. 

37. The nucleic acid molecule as claimed in Claim 25, 
wherein the nucleotide sequence of interest encodes a 
polypeptide or RNA. 

38. The nucleic acid molecule as claimed in Claim 37, 
wherein the RNA is antisense RNA or a ribozyme sequence.

40. A retroviral vector comprising a nucleic acid molecule
